identifying a plurality of unstructured electronic data sources; 

mapping a plurality of undefined data elements from each data source to an 

OLAP cube based upon at least one user-defined dimension of the plurality of 

data elements identified from at least one of the data sources; 
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wherein the mapping step includes: 

creating at least one level for each user-defined dimension: 
adding a first set of values to a selected one of the at least one level for 
each user-defined dimension; 

creating at least one measure representing a type of data within the at 
least one data source; 

adding a second set of values selected from the data source to the at 
least one measure, wherein each value in the second set is associated with at least one 
value selected from the first set; and 

specifying at least one rule that is applied to the data elements to 
generate the OLAP cube; 
transforming the OLAP cube into a test recordset to determine if the plurality of 
data elements are mapped correctly; 

saving the mapping information to a template; and 

generating a final recordset from the data source using the template.

The prior art of record does not render obvious to one ordinarily skilled in the art 
at the time of applicant's invention nor anticipate the combination of claimed elements 
including 'wherein the mapping step includes: creating at least one level for each user- 
defined dimension; adding a first set of values to a selected one of the at least one level 
for each user-defined dimension; creating at least one measure representing a type of 
data within the at least one data source; adding a second set of values selected from 
the data source to the at least one measure, wherein each value in the second set is 
associated with at least one value selected from the first set; and specifying at least one 
rule that is applied to the data elements to generate the OLAP cube' as recited in 
independent claim 1. 

The remaining claims, 2-8 and 11-16 are dependent claims, thus these claims 
are patently distinct over the art of record for at least the above reasons.
